The first -wa» that of the 
State v*. William Mattney of Verdi, 
charged with assault with a. deadly 
weapon with intent to do great bodily 
harm to one R. N. Butler of the same 
place. 
The jury, after being out 23 


hours, and taking 27 ballots, acquitted 
the defendant, D. Lelshman was the 
attorney for the defense.

depot, last December In broad daylight 
This case occupied the attention of the 
court for the better part of two days 
The defendant was found guilty and 
will be sentenced SaturUay. The pro- 
secution was by District Attorney Pike 
and the defense was made by N. A.

THE BEEF TARIFF. 


T 


Hu beef trust by its extort o.iate charges in the 
east has probably killed the goose that laid 


the golden egg, and at the same time deprived the 
cattlemen of the west, of protection against foreign 
competition by the repeal of the tariff tax of two 
ccits per pound upon their product. 
A bill to that 


e9ect has been introduced in congress and the pres- 
sure,that is being brought to bear is likely to in- 
sure it> passage. 
The stockraisers of the west 


gained nothing by the advance in eastern prices, ab 
taey have been in no respect benefitted by the tar- 
iff on hides, which profit has been absorbed entire- 
ly by the trust. The tariff on beef was a conseiva- 
iivc regulator of the market, preventing large mi- 
p r'ation-, ironl Canada which is the only -.outce of 
uuisicle eastern supplv, and enabling the cattle rais- 
ers i/ tiic country to furnish tiie home market \\ith 
their own product, without tear of competition from 
o'ir iJntish colonial neighbor.
